( GINS FROM (CORNERSTONE OP WINFIELD SC OTT MONUMENT. 

Tarnished medals, worn silver coins, and time-tinted pennies of early issue 
were found when the cornerstone of the Winfield Scott Memorial to Veterans 
of the Mexican War was opened recently during the removal of the monu- 
ment from Glenwood Cemetery, at 27th street and Ridge avenue, Philadel- 
phia, to the United States National Cemetery at Limekiln pike and Haines 
street. The monument was erected after the Civil War. 

There also were documents in the stone, according to Edward J. Gilden, 
2450 Columbia avenue, who is in charge of the removal of the monument 
and the bodies of the sixty-four veterans interred beneath it. The papers 
were inclosed in a tin box instead of copper, and in consequence they crum- 
bled to dust when exposed to the air. 

The largest medal measures about three inches in diameter and bears on 
one side the head of Winfield Scott; on the other side are scenes from va- 
rious Mexican cities which figured in Scott’s campaign. The date is May 9, 
1848. A smaller brass medal in the shape of a star is supposed to have 
been worn by General Scott himself, though its face is so tarnished that 
little of the inscription can be distinguished. A third is a small gold marks- 
man’s medal, shaped like a Maltese cross, set with bloodstones on one side, 
while the reverse states it was presented by Lieutenant George Moore to the 
Scott Legion “to be fired for annually.’’ 

Several of the old coins have interesting inscriptions. A copper piece is 
marked “Army and Navy’’ on one side, and on the other declares “The Fed- 
eral Union, It Must and Shall be Preserved.’’ Another, dated 1863, carries 
on its face the American flag, captioned, “The Flag of Our Union,’’ and its 
back adds, “If anybody attempts to tear it down, shoot him on the spot.’’ 

The earliest date is that of a copper cent of 1837, marked “Millions for 
defense, but not one cent for tribute.’’ Most of the other pieces are cop- 
pers, dimes and half-dollars from issues around 1863-1868. An 1835 half- 
cent is the lowest value, and a silver dollar of 1868 the highest. — Phila- 
delphia Ledger.

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“Making the Cheese Snappier.” 

By ROBERT H. LLOYD. 

The post-war coinage of the United States has shown a tendency to be 
irregular. That is, certain pieces have not been struck every year, or pieces 
of a denomination have been entirely of one mint mark. 

Some collectors deplore the irregularity of the coinage because of the 
fact that it breaks up the date series. To be sure, it does interrupt the 
series, but history tends to show that coins of broken series are more popu- 
lar in the long run. 

For instance, let us review the early coinages previous to 1832. Early 
dimes and quarters show considerable irregularity up to the 1820’s, and the 
fact that some dates stand alone makes them desirable. Of course, many of 
these issues are extremely scarce, so their popularity cannot be attributed 
entirely to infrequency of date. 

The coinage of all pieces of subsidiary coins was fairly regular after 1840, 
falling off during the Civil War, but increasing again at the resumption 
period. After 1880 the shortage of the reconstruction period ceased and the 
fractional notes disappeared. The coinage fell off decidedly. 

But in spite of the lessened demand the subsidiary pieces were continued 
in small amounts. As for example, readers are familiar with the small but 
constant issue of quarters and halves from 1880 to 1891. As a matter of 
fact, only a part of them were circulated, since many are common in proof 
and uncirculated condition. There are rarities among them, that is, rarities 
as to numbers relative to other issues, but prices are low, due to small de- 
mand. The fact that all dates were coined has not increased their popularity, 
and they are in demand only to those who collect for complete date series. 

Since 1892 the subsidiary and minor coinages have been placed on a regu- 
lar basis that seems almost a rule and which has resulted in almost complete 
issues for all dates and all mints. There are exceptions, such as the rare 
18 94 S dime and the absence of the 1912 D quarter, the 1914 D half dollar 
and the 1915 D dime. 

The new coinage commenced in 1916 bade fair to be as complete and 
regular as the old, but war influences decidedly interrupted this after 19 20. 
The year 1920 is the last year in which all mints have made all the minor 
and subsidiary pieces in complete sets. Since 1920 we have had everything 
from no coinage at all to complete sets from single mints and partial sets 
from all mints. 

Let us review the cent issues. Cents of 1921 are from the P and S mints 
and are plentiful. The 19 22 cent from the Denver mint is in demand, and 
although the coinage of 7,160,000 pieces would indicate that there are 
plenty to go round, they are much sought after and are difficult to And in 
circulation. The year 1923, like 1921, gave us cents from the P and S mints, 
with a coinage of 8,700,000 S cents (about half the 1921 coinage). Like 
the 1922 cent, 1923 S cents are not easily found in circulation. In 1924 
cents were coined at all mints, but with a remarkably Tow coinage at the 
Denver mint (2,520,000), which is only exceeded by the 1914 D cent coin- 
age. Curiously enough, 19 25 produced cents in ample quantities from all 
mints, while 1926 has given us a small coinage of Frisco cents (4,550,000), 
which resembles their pre-war average. 

The ffve-cent coin is similarly interesting. A great falling off in 19 21 
gave us P and S nickels in relatively small quantities. 'The 1921 S nickel 
is difficult to And in circulation. The year 1922 marks the flrst absence in 
the roll call of ffve-cent dates since their commencement in 18 66. But in 
1922 our northern neighbors produced the first nickels bearing the maple 
leaf. Both P and S nickels were coined in 1923, while 1924 and 1925 give 
us all three mints in varying quantities. The 19 24 S piece will be as scarce 
as the 1915 and 1921 pieces. A real surprise came in 1926, when the Frisco 
mint made a showing of only 970,000 pieces, which places this nickel next 
in scarcity to the 1912 S Liberty head. 

Dimes also have shown a tendency to fluctuate. A great deal of pleasure 
can be had if one obtains a compendium of coinage and plots a graph of 
the issues of the war and post-war periods. The curve for dimes will fall 
from the amazing and record flgure of 92,000,000 in 1920 to 2,310,000 in 
1921 (P and D mints). The next year, 1922, marks the flrst break in the 
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dime series in more than one hundred years. Since 1923 dime coinage has 
been normal, except for a low coinage of 1926 S dimes. So in the last seven 
years we have Denver dimes, 1920, 1921 and 1924, and San Francisco 
dimes, 1920, 1923 and 1924, all of which should tend to make the dime mint 
marks more novel. 

A comparatively small coinage of quarters at Philadelphia, 19 21, was 
followed by no coinage in 1922, so that its nearest rivals are the P and S 
coins of 1923. In 1924 the series was complete again, with the first D mint 
quarter dollar since 1920. Furthermore, all 1925 quarters were made at 
Philadelphia, while 1926 represents all the mints agam. 

The disappearance of the half dollar from recent mint reports has caused 
concern among collectors. However, numismatists need not be alarmed, for 
its temporary suspension can be explained. Excessive coinage of halves in 
the war and post-war periods gave an ample supply to the country. This, 
coupled with the regularity of their coinage from 1900 to 1915 and the 
good wearing qualities of the piece, have operated to make fairly constant 
their supply. It is certain they will be resumed as soon as there is call for 
them. Absence of the 1921 and 1923 halves in circulation suggests that 
for the most part they are still in the vaults. 

These pieces were coined at all three mints in 1921. The only subsequent 
half dollar is that of the San Francisco coinage 19 23. The absence of halves 
in 1922, 1924 to 1926 greatly enhances the value and desirability of the 
1921 and 1923 pieces. 

Of course, we have had an all-too-regular issue of legal tender medals 
known as commemorative” half dollars. Their commemorative purpose 
is sincere, but many of the pieces commemorate historical events of such 
vast importance that both event and piece are practically unknown to ninety- 
five per cent, of the people of this country. 

But to return to the irregularity of the coinage, I believe it to be a good 
thing. Each series, whether cents, nickels or silver, has been made more 
interesting because of the skips and breaks in the old monotonous series of 
“all dates and all mints.” I feel sure that interest will be stimulated be- 
cause of the small coinages of certain pieces in the last few years. Thas is 
a natural result of the huge post-war coinages, but I think that irregularity 
in future issues will attract attention of numismatists and keep the mint 
mark collectors on the qui vive in order to complete their yearly sets as 
soon as possible. To use a homely expression, “It makes the cheese snap- 
pier.”

FRANUS FRK( KDED LIVRES. 

Popular belief that the franc began with the decree of 1795, by which it 
was made to replace the livre, is in error. That was only the reincarnation 
of the franc, which, in name at least, dates back as far as the middle of the 
fourteenth century, when King John II of France caused to be struck a coin 
bearing the legend “Francorum Rex,” which gave rise to the name of the 
piece. 

This coin was of gold and worth about $2.50. It showed King John on 
horseback and came to be popularly known as the “franc a cheval,” to dis- 
tinguish it from the “frank a pied” issued by King Charles, who was repre- 
sented standing on a Gothic dais. 


WOODROW WILSON MEDALS BESTOWED. 

Elmer P. Serena, of McKeesport, Pa., and William C. Pitts, Jr., of New 
York City, are the first recipients of two medals in memory of Woodrow 
Wilson, given by the American Whig Society, one of Princeton’s two debat- 
ing societies, to those two members of the society who have shown the great- 
est interest and have done the most for the Hall during their college careers. 

Woodrow Wilson, a graduate of Princeton in the class of 1879, was presi- 
dent of the society during his last two years as an undergraduate. On one 
side of the medal is a profile of Wilson and on the other side a representation 
of Whig Hall. 
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Some Curious Sidelights on the Character of 
Constantine the Great, 

AND THEIR EFFECT ON SOME OF HIS COINS. 

By DUDLEY BUTLER. 

(A paper read before a meeting of the New York Numismatic Club April 8, 1927.) 

As a foreword, and before I begin the actual paper, I wish to crave the 
permission of my listeners to name my authorities. I do not care to be ac- 
cused of making it up. Gibbon’s “Decline and Fall of the Roman Empire”; 
Draper’s “Intellectual Development of Europe” and Sohm’s “Outline of 
Church History” are the principal authorities consulted. Also one or two 
lesser lights. Gibbon tried to be a frank and unbiased historian, belonging 
to no particular party and professing no particular creed. Draper, com- 
monly regarded as a deist and by some as an atheist. Sohm, a doctor of 
law at Leipzic. There is no wide divergence of opinion on the part of these 
three men, all writing on the same subject, and as they are all historians of 
high standing, I think that we will not err greatly in listening to their 
opinions. 

As this paper is not intended to be a history of Constantine, but merely a 
review of some of the curious sides of his character and peculiar actions, I 
shall not touch on his early career, his trouble with Galerius or his assum-

ing the purple at York, but come directly to that portion of his career when 
he found himself master of the situation and firmly seated on the throne. 

Great soldiers are not rare, neither are great politicians, but the combina- 
tion of the two is unusual. For Constantine was a real soldier in every 
sense of the word and every bit as good a politician as Disreli. 

According to Preston, Constantine’s mind was, early in his career, turned 
to the life beyond the grave, and the possibility of having to atone for faults 
committed in this life. He sought out the priests of the Roman and Pagan 
faiths and inquired of them what could be done to escape the punishment 
for earthly transgressions. He was informed that they had no remedy; 
that he would be forced to face the gods on his own merits and take his 
own chances on their decision. They added, however, that the new sect of 
the Christians claimed to be able to adjust matters in the future state and 
suggested that he might look into the matter. 

Another problem now confronted Constantine and one which brought 
Christianity to his immediate notice. Large numbers of officers and privates 
in the army were refusing to take part in ceremonies in which the Pagan 
gods were worshipped. Anything in the nature of a “cism” in the army 
was a cause of the gravest concern, and Constantine saw that he must pla- 
cate this faction. Not only was the army, but a large part of the civilian 
population, affected, and it at once occurred to Constantine that if he joined 
the new faction he would attach a powerful party to him by the strongest 
possible ties. It did not take him long to decide, especially in view of what 
the new sect had to offer in regard to the future life. But there remained

capital of the Empire to Constantinople. 

We now come to the second act of the drama, the scene of which is laid 
in Constantine’s new capital. 

The rough soldier who assumed the purple at York is now quite different. 
He now wears nothing but the finest silk embroidered with gold — in fact 
you cannot see the silk at all. He likes wigs. He has them of hair of 
different colors — red, black and yellow — and changes them to match his 
costumes. Had the vocabulary of Constantine contained the word “cake- 
eater,” they would undoubtedly have applied it to the Emperor. 

A medal was struck on which was impressed the title of “God,” together 
with the monogram of Christ. Another represents him as raised by a hand 
from the sky while seated in the Chariot of the Sun. 

But more particularly the great prophyry pillar, a column one hundred 
and twenty feet high, exhibited the true religious condition of the Emperor. 
The statue on the summit mingled together the Sun, the Saviour and the 
Emperor. Its body was a colossal image of Apollo, whose features were 
replaced by those of Constantine, and around the head, like rays, were 
fixed the nails of the Cross of Christ recently discovered in Jerusalem. 

Now, Constantine had not yet been baptized, for it was his understanding 
that this ceremony would wash away all previous sins. He fully intended 
to do so, but not yet. He had hoped that Christianity would bind the Em- 
pire into one solid mass, cement it, as it were, into a strong tower which 
would last for all time, and the Arian controversy which now arose at first 
rather appealed to him for this reason. It seemed to him that if his sub- 
jects wasted their time and brains on a religious dispute they would have 
less opportunity to think of rebellion. Thus it was that this dispute, which

afterwards shook the very foundations of the Christian world, was at first 
regarded as rather a joke by the Emperor. Very shortly, however, Con- 
stantine came to the realization that it was far from being a joke and that 
unless this disorder were nipped in the bud he was likely to find himself with 
a split empire on his hands. 

And so it came to pass that he called together the celebrated Council of 
Nicea in the year . 3 25 A. D. 

As this paper is intended to be merely a character study, and not an es- 
say on religion, I shall not mention the subject of the debate. Suffice it to 
say that the matter under discussion was one of vital import to the church 
and that the findings of the council stand today as they did in the year 325. 

Constantine at first sided against Arius, and in a letter still extant al- 
ludes to him as a “very devil” and promptly banished him Later, however, 
his opinions appear to have changed and Arius was recalled. Whether the 
mind of Constantine was changed by religious arguments on this, a most 
difficult question for him to decide, or whether he was moved by purely 
political reasons, will never be known. Constantine never did anything for 
which he did not have good and sufficient reasons. Life was a game with 
him and he played it to win. 

Many there are who, if they should hear this paper, would condemn me 
for the kind of portrait which I have drawn of Constantine the Great, First 
Christian Emperor. And when I realize that he is worshipped as a saint in 
some quarters I fear that I may have given offence, a thing which I regret. 
He was a great man and at least his reign shines with “purest ray serene” 
in comparison with many who came before and after him. 

But let us come to the year 337, which was marged by two events of 
great importance to the Emperor — his baptism and his death. The time 
had now come when Constantine evidently felt that to put off the consum- 
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mation of his religious life would be dangerous. While he was not old yet, 
he was no longer young, and the changes and chances of this mortal life 
might take him unaware. So he was baptized, and this event made a great 
change in the Emperor. He laid aside the costly garments of silk which 
he had been accustomed to wear and substituted robes of white; nor did 
he ever return to the gorgeous raiment of former days. He spent most of 
his time lying on a white bed and took no further active part in national 
affairs. He did not care to take any chances of being led into wrong-doing. 

It has been stated that during the World War, when the Emperor of Aus- 
tria died, his death was kept a secret for many months after it occurred. 
That his embalmed body was kept in the Palace and even shown to the 
public sitting in a chair in order that the fact of his death should not be a 
cause for disorder among the people. Whether this be true dr false is not 
given to me to say. But if this really did occur it might easily have been 
patterned after the events of the reign of Constantine. 

The corpse of the deceased Emperor, according to his own request, was 
transported to the city which was destined to preserve the name and mem- 
ory of its founder. The body of Constantine, adorned with the vain symbols 
of greatness, the purple and the diadem, was deposited on a bed in one of 
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the apartments of the Palace which, for that purpose, had been splendidly 
furnished and illuminated. 

The forms of the court were strictly maintained. Every day at the ap- 
pointed hours the principal officers of the state, the army and the household, 
approaching the person of their sovereign, with bended knees and a com- 
posed countenance, offered their respectful homage, as seriously as if he 
had been still alive. From motives of policy this theatrical representation 
was for some time continued, nor could flattery neglect the opportunity of 
remarking that Constantine alone by the peculiar indulgence of Heaven 
had reigned after his death. 

There is many a true work spoken in jest and from an historical stand- 
point at least Constantine will never die. Whether he was merely born at 
a lucky time, or whether he would have been just as great in any age is 
doubtful, but the fact remains that he was the first Christian Emperor, and 
as such will always occupy a unique place in the history of Europe. From 
him dates the Holy Roman Empire, which only came to a termination during 
our own era.

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Granville Alexandrian Society.

When the Pilgrim Fathers braved the unknown dangers of the New Eng- 
land coast, among their most cherished possessions were the few books 
brought from their homes across the Atlantic. It is not strange, then, that 
almost two hundred years later their descendants, setting out to found new 
homes in the Western wilderness, should have made provision for supply- 
ing the new community with books. 

In 1804 a company was formed at Granville, Mass., with the intention of 
making a settlement in Ohio. This, called the Scioto Company, was ,the 
third of that name which effected settlement in Ohio. In the autumn of 
1805 the Granville, Ohio, settlement was commenced.

It was then a city only in name; 

The houses and barns had not yet a frame; 

The streets and the squares no mortal could see 
And the woodman’s ax had scarce hit a tree. 


The founders of Granville colony, even before they started on their mem- 
orable journey from New England to Ohio, had provided for a public library 
by appointing a committee, consisting of Job Case, Timothy Rose and Syl- 
vanus Mitchell, to receive subscriptions for the encouragement of a library 
and to draw up and form a constitution for the said library ” On Novem- 
1805, the following officers were appointed for the Associa- 
Gilman, Timothy Rose and Timothy Spelman, directors; Samuel 
thrall, treasurer, and Hiram Rose, librarian. The title of the library com- 
The Granville Alexandrian Society. A charter was obtained from 
the State Legislature in session at Chillicothe, Ohio, on January 26 1807 
borne time the following autumn the books were purchased in the East 
and, under the care of Samuel Everett, were transported by ox cart to their 
new home in the Ohio wilderness. 


Immediately after the close of the war of 1812-15, the Granville Alexan- 
drian Society, Granville, Ohio, acting under their very accommodating chart- 
er granted in 1807 for library purposes, established a bank. Certificates of 
stock, aside from those of the library department, were issued; also bills 
of circulation, and the business seems to have been managed by a distant 
board of directors. 


The first year It was accommodated in the east front room of Mayor Grove 
Case s onck building, corner of Green and Broad streets The first entry 
upcm the books of the bank was the account of a note for $1000, given by 
$10 67^°^^^^’ indorsed by William Stanberry, at sixty days, discounted for 

It speaks well for the honesty of those times that the locks guarding the 
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treasures of the bank were very poor; the window shutters were only wood; 
and a boy with an industrious jackknife could have effected an entrance in 
ten minutes. No one ever slept in that part of the building, yet there were 
deposited a large amount of bank bills as good as any bank bills of the day. 
Under the counter where the toes kicked against them lay bags of coin and 
nobody ever molested them. 

In 1816 the Society finished and occupied the stone house on the south 
side of Broad street and just east of the square, where at two different 
times, the bank fiourished under the above charter and failed. Alexander 
Holmes, of Newark, Ohio, was the first president and R. R. Roach the first 
cashier. Afterward G. Swan was cashier and he was succeeded by Elisha 
S. Gilman. The bank failed to redeem its notes in 1817. The last entry 
upon the bill book was under date of August 5, 1817.

In 1836 the bank was revived under the same charter. The capital was 
furnished chiefiy by parties in Buffalo, N. Y. Henry Roop was president 
and A. G. Hammond cashier. The bank occupied the same stone building 
at the southeast corner of Broad street and the public square, the old iron 
vault being still in position. Mr. Hammond was succeeded by A. J. Smith. 
On May 20, 1837, the bank suspended specie payments, acting in concert 
with other banks. Mr. Roop resigned the presidency October 3, 1837, B. 
Brice being vice-president. The last recorded meeting of the directors was 
March 13, 1838. 



It is said that the immediate occasion of the breaking of the bank was 
the loaning of $50,000 to a party in Western New York, perhaps a stock- 
holder, in the bank’s own issue, with the understanding that it should be 
placed in circulation abroad, to come home for redemption in small amounts. 
But the party failing, the money went into possession of a Buffalo bank, and 
immediately came back in bulk, the original packages unopened During 
the same period many local laws were passed by the Ohio Legislature re- 
pealing charters of banks previously granted because of failure to make 
specie payment during and after the panic of 1837. These repeal acts in- 
cluded the charter of The Library Society of Granville, which was in 1841. 

Along with this article, several illustrations of the bank notes of the 
Granville Alexandrian Society are shown. A $10 note of the earlier issue. 
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dated January 4, 1816, serial letter D, signed by R. R. Roach, cashier and 
Alex. Holmes, president, is pictured. This issue came from the press of 
C. P. Harrison. A later issue of the Society bank notes were placed in 
circulation at the close of 1838 and beginning of 1839. The illustrations 
herein shown are the $2, serial letter A; |3, serial letter A; $5, serial letter 
B; $10, serial letter A. The $2 and $3 were signed by A. J. Smith, cashier, 
and A. Avery, president, and dated January 1, 1839. The fives and the tens 
were engraved eight notes to the double sheet: six of the fives, serial letters 
A, B, C, two letters each and two of the tens, each serial letter A . Un- 
duobtedly the $1, $2 and $3 notes were also engraved eight notes to the 
double sheet: four of the ones, serial letter A, B, two letters each, two of 
the twos, each serial letter A and two of the threes, each with serial letter 
A. This bank note issue came from the printery of Rawdon, Wright & 
Hatch, New York. The notes of the same denomination in the sheet of 
Granville currency above described are of different lengths. 


A UNIQUE VARIETY OF SAVEDISH RIKSDALER. 

An unusual and perhaps unique die variety of the otherwise common 
riksdalers of Christina of Sweden has lately come in my possession. 

The reverse of these coins have, as is well known, the Resurrected Christ 
clothed in a long mantle which is held up by the left arm and, falling in 
long, sweeping curves, touches a point well past His right foot. This is 
the common representation. 

On the lately discovered variety the mantle falls in a few, straight folds, 
and only a small part is held up by the left arm. 



Diligent search through price and auction catalogs (Swedish) issued the 
past twenty-five years has failed to disclose any mention of this unusual 
arrangement of Christ’s mantle. 

Until I hear something to the contrary, I am firmly of the opinion that 
this is a unique variety of unusual importance on account of its great de- 
viation from type.

The floods in the Mississippi Valley during April interfered with several 
engagements Farran Zerbe had contracted for with his exhibit of **Money of 
the World.” During May Mr. Zerbe had his exhibit with the Terre Haute 
(Ind.) Trust Company and the Liberty Insurance Bank, of Louisville, Ky. 
Writing from Terre Haute, Ind., on May 9, he said: 

*T received my exhibit here today from Jackson, Miss., where it had been 
stored since December. Flood conditions caused anxiety, and its safe 
arrival was welcomed with thanksgiving. In an effort to escape the flood 
on my Southern route return from California, I turned north from Houston, 
Texas. As it was, I experienced the height of the flood in Arkansas and 
Southern Missouri. On my way from Dallas to St. Louis the train ran for 
miles with water up to the car steps — water all around, only tops of trees 
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in sight. We detoured over four railroads, crossed the Mississippi twice 
and arrived in St. Louis twenty-four hours late. My prospective spring en- 
gagements were all in what is now the flood zone and all have been canceled.”

The reverse 
shows a Phoenix, symbolizing the country arising to a new life from the 
ashes. Inscription, “Mvltiplicat Novies Phoenix Reparabilis Ales.” The 
medal is struck in light bronze and measures 2% inches in diameter.

These are dated 1305 (1926) and are of the denominations of 5, 2 and 1 
pahlevi, issued by the new Shah, Raza Khan, Pahlevi dynasty. Three 
pahlevi are equal to two toman. 


PAPERS ON NUMISMATH^S FOR SCHOOL TEAI^HERS. 

In the May issue of ‘‘Montana Education,’* the official organ of the Mon- 
tana Education Association, is an article entitled “Numismatics for Teach- 
ers, by P. M. Silloway, principal of the school at Geyser, Mont., in which 
he urges that teaqhers in our public schools should become more familiar 
with American numismatics as a fundamental part of American history. 
The article treats of American currency in a general way and the author 
promises to furnish further articles with more detailed descriptions of our 
coinages and currency interesting to teachers from the viewpoint of our 
national history. 
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GUATEMALA’S NEW GOLD COINS. 

Below is illustrated the type of the new gold coins of Guatemala from a 
set of three pieces received from Guttag Bros., New York City. The three 
gold coins, 20, 10 and 5 quetzales, correspond in size with the |20, |10 and 
1 5 gold coins of the United States. All are of the same type and are dated 
1926. The new quetzale is equivalent to 60 of the pesos formerly in circu- 
lation. 




Obverse of 20 Quetzales and Reverse of 10 Quetzales. 


On the obverse is the Guatemalan arms, with date below. Above, “Re- 
public of Guatemala.” The reverse has the national bird perched on a 
pedestal, with figures of value at left and “Quetzales” below. Surrounding, 
“Ley de 26 de Noviembre de 1924.” 

The monetary law of November 26, 1924, provided that the gold coins 
should be of denominations of 20, 10 and 5 quetzales; the silver coins of 
1, ^ and V 4 quetzale, and the copper-aluminum pieces of 5 pesos, 1 peso 
and 50 centavos. The copper-nickel coins formerly in circulation continue 
to be legal tender at their nominal value on an equal footing with the cop- 
per-aluminum coins. All other old coins are demonetized. 

The new gold coins are 900 fine, the alloy being copper, and are legal 
tender to any amount. United States gold coins are unlimited legal tender 
in Guatemala at the rate of one quetzale or 60 pesos to the dollar. 


SWEDEN’S MINT MASTER’S REPORT FOR 1926. 

The report of the Mint Master of Sweden, K. A. Wallroth, for 19 26 has 
been published. It shows that during the year no gold coins nor nickel 
subsidiary coins were struck. The coinage consisted of: Two kronor, 
221,577 pieces; one kronor, 465,467; five ore, 1,570,600; two ore, 2,448,950; 
one ore, 7,379,300. Of the five and one ore denomination a comparatively 
small number were struck from the 19 25 dies. All others were from the 

1926 dies. o 

Medals struck and sold during the year were as follows: Gold, 1,413; 
silver, 12,066; bronze, 5,054; aluminum, 200. 

A supplement to the report, “Swedish Mints in Bygone Ages, shows 
illustrations of coins struck at the various mints, as well as maps.

NEW METAL FOR SILVER COINS. 

An alloy of silver with metal cadmium, a metal somewhat like zinc, in 
the minting of silver coins is advocated by a German metallurgist. He con- 
tends that the alloy of copper and silver with cadmium will produce the 
coins is an antiquated material. The copper-alloy coins have remained in 
use, he says, merely because of conservatism, and not because they are the 
best that we can make. The copper contained in our silver coins makes 
them become more easily blackened, he says, and lowers their resistance to 
the action of chemicals. The substitute of silver with cadmium will pro- 
duce, he claims, a harder alloy without affecting the beauty or lasting quali- 
ties of the silver. 
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AJvBAXIA HAS NEW CLASSY GOLD COIN. 

We illustrate here the gold coin of 100 francs issued in 1926 by Albania. 
The obverse bears the portrait of the President, Amet Zogu. Specimen for 
illustration is from Guttag Bros., New York City. 

The reverse has a biga. Below, “Shqipni. Albania. Fr. 100. 1926.” 

Under the forefeet of the horses are the names of the designer and maker, 
G. Romagnoli and A. Motti, Inc., respectively. 



In addition to the gold 100 francs, silver coins of 5 and 2 francs, nickel 
coins of 1, ^ and leku, and a bronze coin of 1/10 leku have been issued, 
all of distinctive types. 

Prior to March 1, 1926, there was no official monetary system in Albania 
The currency consisted of French, English and Turkish gold coins and 
American paper money, with the small coins of Central Europe. Italian 
money has also been in general use in Southern Albania. Small coins of 
alloy have recently been placed in circulation by the National Bank of 
Albania. 


THE ROYAL SWEDISH ACADEMY MEDAL. 

The 1926 anniversary medal of the Royal Swedish Academy, struck in 
honor of Alfred Nobel and designed by Erik Lindberg, shows on the ob- 
verse the profile bust of the philanthropist, Alfred Nobel. 




The reverse shows Minerva fighting the hydra of ignorance, a remarkably 
strong and exquisitely executed design by Mr. Lindberg In the exergue 
‘‘Mala Corporis Animique Scientia Vincet.” (See The Numism\tist Feb-

CHARLES B. TURRILL — A TRIBUTE. 


After an illness that had progressively sapped vitality since the closing 
days of 19 26, Charles Beebe Turrill passed from this life at his home, 57 
Sanchez street, San Francisco, at noon May 11th, aged 73 years. 

Lengthy obituary notices in the press of his home city cast him “the dean 
of California chroniclers,” that “he was known as the man of a million 
hobbies” and was “San Francisco’s unofficial archivist.” 

Mr. Turrill was born near Folsom, Cal., March 26, 1854. His industry and 
success in recording and preserving things relating to California permanently 
identifies him with the history of that State since his boyhood days. Among 
his early writings was “California Notes,” published in 1876, and which has 
long been a much-sought item by collectors of Californiana. He was long 
associated with railroad administration, and in late years had been active 
as a commercial photographer. He served on various State commissions, 
including that to the New Orleans Exposition, 1884-1886. 

As a writer and lecturer his abilities were frequently sought, and for 
much of his service his only accepted reward was the glory in doing it and 
helping the cause. He was actively interested in literary and collectors’ 
societies, and his home, with its varied collections and great library, was 
a mecca for students, writers and investigators — and the latchstring was 
always out. 

Of his various collections, his library of about 10,000 volumes and 15,000 
pictures relating to California was his pride. In addition to coins, paper 
money and stamps, he collected many things from the worthwhile to the 
trivial, within the scope of what he classed “evidences of commercial prac- 
tices. California educational institutions have been rivals in recent years 
for the Turrill library and collections. It is understood arrangements for 
final disposition to a San Francisco college were made early this year, de- 
livery to be following his death. 

His interest in numismatics and A. N. A. membership spans little more 
than a decade, but they were fruitful years. He formed a representative 
collection of specimens and literature, was a contributor of convention pa- 
pers, and served as a member of the Board of Governors; but his main 
service was as activity pivot of the Pacific Coast Numismatic Society. He 
had been the Society’s presiding officer for several years, his home was its 
meeting place and repository of its property, and he insisted in participating 
m its meetings to the last. 

Mr. Turrill never married. His nearest surviving kin are cousins One 
of them. Miss Laura S. Graham, of Sacramento, cared for him during his 
illness and was with him when he died. 

While not a churchman in the common sense, Mr. Turrill was welcome in 
and helpful to all churches. He loved the California missions and was 
active for their restoration and preservation. So, all in all, it was fitting 
that the last rites Saturday morning. May 14, were from the Mission Dolores 

Church that shadows San Francisco’s revered shrine of Christianity the 

little Mission Dolores, established in 1776. 

An ardent collector, close student, loyal friend, willing helper and jovial 
companion, tested in several years’ close association, makes “Pop” Turrill’s 
going a great loss to the writer.

CYRUS EASTMAN ROBINSON. 

C. Eastman Robinson, of Concord, N. H., a member of the A. N. A. for a 
number of years, died at his home on East Penacock street. East Concord, 
on April 16, after an illness of a week. Mr. Robinson was a member of the 
New Hampshire Legislature, in which he had taken a prominent part until 
a week before his death. 

He was born in East Concord, the son of Cyrus and Mary Eastman Rob- 
inson.

He is 
survived by his widow, Emeline Hardy Robinson; a son, George E. Robin- 
son; three sisters, a brother and two grandchildren. 


HENRY B. SPENCER. 

Henry B. Spencer, a member of the Springfield (Mass.) Coin Club, died 
at the Holyoke (Mass.) Hospital on May 13, after an illness of a week. He 
had been in failing health for several months. He was 78 years old. He 
was a former member of the Massachusetts Legislature and had also served 
as warden of the Mount Tom Reservation. He was a member of the Con- 
necticut Valley Lodge, Knights of Pythias. He is survived by a daughter, 
Miss Ella Spencer, a public school teacher in Holyoke, and a brother. His 
wife died in 1922. 

Although much interested in coins and a regular attendant at the meet- 
ings of the Club, he was best known locally as a leader and worker in the 
Republican party in the district in which he lived. 


REV. ALFRED WATSON HANDS DEAD. 

The death of Rev. A. W. Hands, of Wanstead, England, occurred on Feb- 
ruary 12 last. The Rev. Mr. Hands was well known as the author of sev- 
eral numismatic works, relating chiefly to ancient Greek and Roman coins. 
With the exception of six years spent in New Zealand, he had lived in Eng- 
land all his life, having been rector of several churches. He was 79 years 
of age and is survived by his widow and a daughter.

He began 
collecting when about 8 years old, the nucleus of his coin collection being 
a number of coins collected by his father, Joseph Aarons. The collection 
of coins and stamps was insured for |40,000 during the exhibition.

The exhibit will be in 
the large hall of the Library, where there will also be on display parts of 
the Mitchelson collection and other interesting items relating to Connecticut 
State history. 

The business sessions will be in the Attorneys’ Room of the State Supreme 
Court, which occupies part of the Library Building. The furnishings and 
appointments of this room are said to be extremely comfortable and cozy. 

The A. N. A. is fortunate in having as one of its members Mr. George S. 
Godard, of Hartford, the State Librarian, who has kindly placed at our dis- 
posal the facilities the building offers for our convention and is lending his 
aid in other directions to make the convention a success. 

While the entertainment program has not been arranged sufficiently to 
permit its announcement until next month, those in charge state it will in- 
clude several attractive features. In addition to the usual smoker and get- 
together function, the banquet and the theater party for the ladies, two 
sightseeing trips are being considered, one of which will probably be to 
Newgate Prison and the Granby copper mines, from which the ore was 
taken that furnished the copper from which John Higley fashioned the three- 
pence with which his name is associated. The other sightseeing trip will 
probably include a visit to one or more of the industrial plants in Hartford 
in which nationally known products are manufactured. 

There will probably be an afternoon and evening for which no entertain- 
ment will be provided, leaving members at liberty to enjoy themselves as 
they desire. 

Four business sessions will probably be held on the mornings of Monday, 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday, and the official photograph will be taken 
immediately after one of the sessions. 

One of the evenings will probably be ‘"Dealers’ Night,” when dealers and 
others will be given an opportunity to buy and sell coins. This was a 
feature for the first time at the Detroit convention two years ago. 

Saturday, the 20th, will be registration day. The first thing to do when 
you arrive is to see Harry Wilson, the General Secretary, and register. This 
is important, as the registration book is the official record of the attendance. 
No matter when you arrive, don’t forget to register with the General Secre- 
tary. Saturday will also be the time to install your exhibit. 

While Hartford is not as large as the cities in which most of our conven- 
tions have been held, it is not a small city. Its population is approximately 
150,000. But it has been demonstrated that our most successful conven- 
tions have not always been in the largest cities. In fact, it has been shown 
that the largest attendance of the public at the exhibits lias been in the 
smaller cities. It has also been demonstrated that exhibits neiu in hotels 
do not attract the public in as great numbers as when held in a public build- 
ing. The main hall of the Connecticut State Library, where our exhibit 
will be held, contains many items of historical interest, and the public will 
no doubt feel at liberty to come and see the numismatic exhibit during the 
convention. 
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Although the A. N. A. does not have many members living in the vicinity 
of Hartford, it has a number throughout Connecticut, and a large member- 
ship in Massachusetts, which should help greatly to swell tlie attendance. 
Added to these is the large membership in New York City and lower New 
York State, all of whom are within a few hours’ ride of Hartford. 

Hartford has the distinction of having two prominent numismatic collec- 
tions permanently on exhibition in public institutions. In the State Library 
is the collection of the late Joseph C. Mitchelson, of Tariffville, Conn., long 
a member of the A. N. A., which he bequeathed to the State of Connecticut. 
This is installed in a special vault built in the Library to accommodate it. 
The other collection is the one formed by the late J. Coolidge Hills, long a 
resident of Hartford and also a member of the A. N. A., and bequeathed to 


the Hartford Atheneum. „ , ^ 

Hartford is, of course, the capital of Connecticut, and is a well-laid-out 
city with many historic attractions and associations. The Capitol Building 
is of white marble, situated close to the State Library. The city has a park 
system the largest of any city in the United States in proportion to Popula- 
tion It has many manufacturing industries, including those of the Colt 
Patent Firearms Manufacturing Company and the Royal and Underwood 
typewriters, and is the home of numerous life and fire insurance companies. 

The first settlement on the site of Hartford was made by the Dutch from 
New Amsterdam in 1633, and the name of Hartford was adopted in 163 7. 
It was first chartered in 1784. It was the meeting place of the famous 
“Hartford Convention” in 1814, called to consider the grievances of the 
pepole of the New England States, means of preserving their resources and 
measures of protection against the British. It was the birtt^lace of Noah 
Webster and has been the home of Samuel P. Goodrich (P^^er Parley!, 
George D. Prentice, Harriet Beecher Stowe, Charles Dudley Warner and 

Samuel L. Clemens. iQin 

The State Library is housed in a handsome structure erected in 
Mr. Godard has been the Librarian for more than twenty-five years. It 
was established in 1854 to house under one roof the collection of books, 
official papers and records of the State that had accumulated for years in 
the offices of the several officials. It also contains a number of valuable 
collections of books, papers and records of a semi-public nature formed by 
individuals and deposited in the Library for the benefit of the 
the latter are the Trumbull papers, which belonged to Jonathan Trumbull, 
once Governor of Massachusetts, and given by his grandson, David Trumbull, 
to the Massachusetts Historical Society in 179 5. In 19 21 the Society gra- 
ciously voted to return them to the State of Connecticut. 

Hartford will furnish a background for one of the most successtul con- 
ventions the A. N. A. has held. It only remains for the members to do 
their part, both in attending and bringing exhibits. A few days spent there 
during the convention will be a splendid vacation.

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GOLD MINED AGAIN AT DAHLONEGA. 

(Extracts from an article in the Atlanta Journal by Willard Neal.) 

Georgia’s fine climate promises to put Dahlonega back into the front ranks 
as a gold producer, in the opinion of Dr. Craig R, Arnold, editor of the 
Georgia Highways Magazine. Dr. Arnold, who has been a prominent citizen 
of Dahlonega for the past 26 years, is now developing the Turkey Hill mine. 

Up until the famous California gold strikes in 1849 Dahlonega boasted the 
most important gold mines in the United States, and was the site of the 
first Government mint for coining gold exclusively. The discovery of richer 
lodes in the West drew most of the miners away, however, and Dahlonega 
lost her prestige as a gold-producing center. 

“We believe we are on the threshold of a new era of activity,’’ declared 
Dr. Arnold. “The United States Bureau of Mines Survey shows that we 
produced 700 per cent, more gold in 1926 than was reported in 1925, and 
the interest of miners everywhere has been drawn toward our fields. Three 
of the largest mines in the district, the Turkey Hill, the Finley and the 
Standard, are in operation. 

“There is no doubt that Dahlonega has gold, and that the metal may be 
found there in large quantities. Every rain washes small particles into the 
streets, and every resident wears at least one nugget as a charm for his 
watch or a tie-clasp ornament.” 

Gold was first discovered in the Dahlonega section on Turkey Hill in 18 23 
by a hunter. Indians knew of the precious metal long before, for the re- 
gion was known to them as Tali-lon-e-ka, “yellow metal,” from which the 
town derived its name. 

The land was then in the Cherokee territory, but other land was given to 
the Indians in exchange for it. Then the gold lands were disposed of by 
the State in the great gold lottery of 1832, when the district was surveyed 
in 40-acre lots and rallied off at $5 per lot. 

Dealing in this real estate made several great fortunes for the early pur- 
chasers. Lot No. 951, the site of Mountain Inn, was acquired for $5 and 
traded to a bootmaker for a pair of high boots. It was later sold to the 
Consolidated Mining Company for |5,000, as a site for a club house. 

Lot No. 9 99 saw an even greater rise, for the Consolidated is said to have 
bought it for $250,000 as the site for the stamp mill. When it was com- 
pleted the mill was the second largest in the United States, and still stands 
among the many mills and collections of machinery that dot the hillsides 
and the outer edges of the town, monuments to gold-seekers of a century. 

The Barlow mine was operated by Samuel J. Tilden, one-time Democratic 
candidate for President and a resident of New York city. It is said that a 
fortune of $4,000,000 was taken out by Tilden before he deeded it to his 
manager-lawyer, S. M. L. Barlow. 

Mr. Tilden’s daughter donated $1,000,000 of the fortune mined in Dah- 
lonega to found a library in New York in honor of her father. The memo- 
rial is now being consolidated with the Lennox and Carnegie libraries under 
the name of the Library of New York City. 

Dahlonega has seen gold rushes as colorful as those of the West. At one 
time, during Andrew Jackson’s administration, Governor Gilmer was forced 
to call for Federal troops to keep down riots when the State militia was 
found inadequate to cope with the situation. Nuckolsville, six miles dis- 
tant, was on the fringe of the gold fields, and felt the effects of the early 
“boom.” Gold taken out by the first miners was spent in its tavern, which 
was the first in the district. 

The bulk of the placer gold was recovered prior to the War between the 
States. Slaves, who worked in the cotton fields during the summer, spent 
their winters digging gold. 

Among the most noted miners of the time was Senator John C. Calhoun of 
South Carolina, who owned a large number of slaves. After his cotton crops 
were gathered, the negroes were marched over the land to Dahlonega and 
located on what is now called the Calhoun Gold Mine, where they worked all 
winter recovering the gold from the Chestatee river and the branches. They 
were then marched back to the cotton fields in the spring. 

Some ingenious tools have been found in the Chestatee, that were made in 
ante-bellum times. One of these was a great iron shovel, shaped like a 
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shield, that probably was the forerunner of the dipper dredge. The machine 
consisted of the shovel hitched to a long boom pole, which lay across a forked 
rest, and was worked by man power. With it a great load of gold-bearing 
sand was dipped out of the creek bed and turned out to the bank or sluice 
box for washing. 

Some of the old placer workings yielded rich rewards. Twenty years ago 
Dr. Arnold cleaned out a pocket containing $3,000 worth of gold, and similar 
stories of rich strikes in the past are still current. 

Back in 1899, while grading one of the side streets, city workmen ran 
into one of the old unused shafts and dug out about 1,000 pennyweight of 
gold. The gold was put into the town coffers. About 40 years ago a rich 
vein was struck while a grave was being dug in a negro cemetery, and the 
gold is still there. 

The first gold issued by the United States was coined from metal mined 
in Dahlonega in 1829, and the Government mint, the first established by the 
United States for the exclusive coining of gold, was erected al Dahlonega in 
1838. 

A little less than $7,000,000 was coined in the building before the Civil 
War. Then the mint was mysteriously partly burned down under the very 
noses of a strong Federal guard, presumably by Southerners who objected 
to Georgia gold being used to pay United States soldiers. 

After the war, a bill introduced by Congressman Price, of Georgia, had 
the old mint building turned over to the North Georgia Agricultural College. 
It was renovated, and still stands as the administration building of the col- 
lege, which is a branch of the University of Georgia. 

The Dahlonega courthouse, the oldest in the State, was built in 1836, in 
the midst of the gold period. Judge William B. Townsend, editor of the 
Dahlonega Nugget, declares that he has seen four jails wear out in the 7 0 
years he has lived in Dahlonega, but the courthouse is as good as ever. 

A bit of history that still lives in Mark Twain’s writings was made in 
Dahlonega. During the California rush of ’49, Dr. M. F. Stephenson, for 
many years an assayer in the mint and a Dahlonega enthusiast, stood on 
the court house steps and pleaded with the miners not to leave. 

As he stood bareheaded before the rough group, he pointed across at 
Findley Ridge, and with his voice husky with emotion, cried, “Don’t go, boys 
— don’t go. Do you see that ridge over there? There’s millions in it, I tell 
you — millions!’’ Many of them did go, however, carrying the expression, 
“There’s millions in it’’ into the Western gold fields, where Mark Twain 
heard it repeatedly and put it into the mouth of the character he named 
“Colonel Mulberry Sellers.’’ 

All the citizens in Dahlonega can truthfully say they are miners, for gold 
everywhere can be had for the taking. The courthouse stands on the rich- 
est grounds in the district. Tanyard branch, which runs through the edge of 
the town, has the local name of “Poor Man’s Bank,” and is left free to be 
worked by whoever needs the gold it will produce.

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COINAGE OF THE VIRGIN ISLANDS. 

On March 31, 1917 — 10 years ago — the United States took possession of 
the Danish West Indies, now called the Virgin Islands. Should not the 
coinage of these islands during the Danish rule be classified as U. S. Colo- 
nials, the same as the English for the States before our independence, and 
the French issues for Louisiana? 

This coinage is not very large or difficult to obtain and is very interesting. 
It may be classed in three groups, as follows: 

The Government issues, which consist of 81 specimens, including a.\ de- 
nominations and varieties. 

The coins counterstamped by the Government in 184 9-1851 with F. R. 
VII in monogram crowned, mostly on United States, but also on English 
and South American coins. 

The tokens, which numbers, 67 specimens. 

The writer has prepared a short historical account of these islands and a 
complete description of the coinage, which will be published, with illustra- 
tions, in The Numismatist in the near future.

THE COINS CR TOKENS OF GRIQUA TOWN. 

An interesting article by H. Alexander Parsons on “The Coinage of Griqua- 
land” appears in the April, 1927, issue of Spink & Son’s Numismatic Circu- 
lar. This land is situated immediately north of the Orange river between 
the Kalahari Desert on the west and the Orange River Colony on the east. 
These coins are rare and are in few collections in this country. Mr. Parsons 
syas that they were probably issued on the initiative of Rev. John Campbell, 
who was sent to Griqualand by the London Missionary Society, for use 
among the natives. The coins were struck by Thomas Halliday, in England, 
and sent to South Africa in 1815 and 1816. Mr. Parsons says they are 
unique in the sense of being the only missionary coinage of Christianity. 
The coins are ten pence and five pence, in silver, and halfpenny and farthing, 
in copper. The types are illustrated in Scott’s catalogues. 

Mr. Parsons also illustrates and describes two pennies in copper, one of 
which is dated 1890, which purport to be issues of Griqualand. They have 
on the obverse the head of Queen Victoria, and on the reverse an eagle, 
with “Griqua Town.” The author says that as Griqualand was established 
as a British colony in 1871 and British currency was being used in 1890, 
these two coins can have no connection with the country. He says they 
were probably issued in Berlin. 


BANKS TREASURE NOTE ("OLLEI^TIONS. 

Many London banks possess collections of old banknotes, practically value- 
less as exchange, but much sought after by collectors. The finest examples 
of old English notes are to be seen at the Institute of Bankers, in Bishops- 
gate, London, which contains thousands of notes issued during the past two 
centuries. 

In this collection are examples from the original Bank of England £1 and 
£5 issues, a Bank of Scotland note dated 1731 for £12 Scots (£1 sterling), 
a note for 13 pence Irish (1 shilling) which was issued in 1804 by a Cork 
grocer, Denis O’Flyn, and a £5 note issued by the Corporation of Liverpool 
in 1704. Other curiosities are notes for 5 shillings and 2 shillings and 6 
pence issued by the Birmingham poorhouse, and others issued by a Wednes- 
bury manufacturer redeemable in pounds of rod iron. — Montreal Star.
